RUSSIAN FANATICS IN FRENZY

Congregation V o w s Not to 8leep, Eat 
or D rink Until Priest Is Sent Back. 
Tsaritsyn, Russia, Feb. 15.—Fanati­ 
cal scenes are witnessed here, w here 
the whole Greek Catholic church is 
suffering self-^nposed deprivations in 
protest against the transfer to another 
parish of the priest Heliodorus, the 
reactionary leader. 
Recently the holy synod announced 
the transference of the priest fron 
T saritsyn to the diocese of Tula. The 
announcem ent threw the parishioner; 
Into a religious frenzy, and with H elio-» 
dorus they took a solemn vow no^ to 
sleep, eat or drink until the order of 
the holy synod has been rescinded. 
Thousands of persons are cooped up 
in the church, w here a service with 
lighted candles continues uninterrupt­ 
edly day and night. Many of the wor 
shippers are on the point of suffoca­ 
tion and the suffering of all is dis­ 
tressing to see. 
Heliodorus Is a peculiar character. 
In 1907 he was credited with leading 
the ‘ Black H undred,” the lower stra t­ 
um of the reactionary forces, in Vero 
nezh province. 
H e Is bitterly anti- 
Semitic and patriotic to a degree that 
has been described as insane. He is 
not only followed 
blindly by those 
among whom he m inisters, but fre- 
qeuntly has 
been the 
recipient of 
m arks of favor from Em peror Nich­ 
olas himself.

connected railroad domination.” 
The com m issioner’s conclusion, in 
the nature of a forecast, partakes of 
the sensational. 
“There are many great combinations 
in other indlstries,” says Mr. Smith, 
“whose form ation Is complete. In the 
lum ber industry the bureau finds now 
In the making a combination, caused, 
fundam entally, 
by

public policy. 


Com bination N ow In M aking. 


“In the last forty years concentra­ 
tion has so proceeded that 195 hold­ 
ers, many Interrelated, now have prac­ 
tically one half of the privately owned 
tim ber 
In

investigation

(which contains go per cent, of the 
whole). 
“This form idable process of cencen- 
tratlon, in tim ber anil In land, cer­ 
tainly involves great future possibili­ 
ties of im pregnable monopolistic con 
ditions. 
“Only forty years ago at least three- 
fourths of the tim ber now standing 
was (It is estim ated) publicly owned. 
Now about four-fifths of it is privately 
owned. The great bulk of It passed

tion Introduced to give them the right 
to vote by am ending the constitution 
In the house they obtained the co­ 
operation of R epresentative John 8 
Car roil, of Fayette county, and in the 
senate Joseph Heacoek, of M outgo rn 
ery county. 
John H. Holland, of

county, spring a surprise upon the 
suffiagists by also introducing a suf 
(rage resolution practically identical 
with the Carroll bill. Holland's meas 
tire was sent to the com m ittee on con 
stitiitlonal reform and the Carroll re-* 
oltiiion to the judiciary general com­ 
mittee. 
Both the Holland and the Carroll 
m easures would give women the fran­ 
chise by am ending section I, article 8, 
of the constitution, in the Carroll bill

vote," is made to read “Every citizen, 
male or female, of twenty-one years,” 
etc., and thoerafter in the article “he 
or she” is used where at present the 
word "he” alone appears.

A bill to provide for pensions for 
soldiers, sailors aud 
marines

$5 a month fo rthose who served one 
year or less, $7.50 a month for more 
than one year and less than two, and 
$10 for those who served over two 
years. 
A state hospital for inebriates is 
provided for in the bill of J. Calvin 
Meyer, of C enter county, who would 
have the commonwealth appropriate 
$1 60,000 for the purchase of ground 
and the erection of buildings for the 
treatm ent of the chronic drunkard and 
those addicted to the use of intoxicat­ 
ing drugs. 
The bills to regulate moving picture

President Taft re­ 
ceived the news of the big vote in 
tho bouse with great satisfaction. 
A majority of the Republicans pres­ 
ent voted against the m easure' the 
division being 78 ayes and 87 nays. 
The D em ocratic vote was 143 ayes 
ami 5 noes. A m ajority of the Repub­ 
lican insurgents present voted for the 
bill. 
The McCall bill now goes to the 
senate. W nat its fate will be in that 
body Is problem atical at this tim**. 
President Taft believes that if a fili­ 
buster can lie avoided and a vote ’ak 
en the bill will pass. 
De Is insistent 
that the senate shall act one way or 
the other, and has Indicated that he 
would cull an extra session of con 
gress if it does not do so. 


Long and Bitter Debate. 


The passage of the hill in the house 
carne at the end of a long debate 
which at tim es was as hitter as any 
that has been heard on the floor of 
that < ham ber in years. The fight was 
confined alrmmt wholly to the Repub 
bean side. Democratic* m em bers joined 
in from tim e to time and taunted the 
rnaiority m em bers for their lack of 
unity.

Georgetown, Del., Feb. 15.—With int 
the least visible show of excitement 
and with stolid aud immobile laces, 
Earl Hugo Browji, alias Henry Wil­ 
liams, and Jam es Sharp, two colored 
boys, each seventeen years old, con 
victed of m urder lated Chief Justice 
Pennewlll when he sentenced them tv 
be hanged In the New Castle week 
house on May 19. 
The clim e lur which the boys will 
give their lives is the m urder of John 
Rogers, son of a farm er for whom the 
tw o lads worked. 
The m urder was 
one of the most atrocious ever com­ 
mitted in Sussex county and occurred 
last June. 
In company with the colored lads 
young Rogers, sixteen years obi. went 
Into a field to “Slicker'' corn.

The plan to kill Rogers was laid in 
the wocxls while he slept. The two col­ 
ored boys walked up behind the sleep 
ing lad and blew his head off. After 
killing 
him one went to the farm 
house after a shovel and both dragged 
his body about RH) yards through a 
woods into another field. 
Digging a shallow hole, they hurled 
the body, bid the gun and shovel and 
returned to the house to eat supper 
with the pa:cut* cif their victim They 
told of the- missing boy having gone 
hunting and helped search all night 
for Rogers. Early in the morning the 
body was 
disheveled and 
the boys 
coni cased to the kilning.

ond week in March. Th** girl kept her 
own counsel and her wedding trous 
scan had been prepared for the coin­ 
ing wedding. 
“We will keep our wedding a se­ 
cret," he told me, were the words Die 
girl told A ssistant District Attorney 
Dumm, 
“Then we will go west to 
live," he added. 


Tries to Get Insurance. 


The lack of money was the only 
rem aining obstacle in the way cif the 
husband. W hen he called at the Ho­ 
meopathic hospital Monday night to 
secure legal proof from tile physicians 
of his wife s death in order to secure 
payment of insurance funds, he was 
confronted with the charge of wife 
murder, and th e only retort from him 
as he gazed upon his wile s corpse at 
the morgue later was: “I wonder how 
the bullet wounds got in her head?" 
All efforts to secure a confession 
from him failed and he maintained a 
serene com posure In the !a*e of a 
strong 
chain of circum stantial evi­ 
dence 
An exam ination of the hus­ 
band at the hospital revealed addi­ 
tional evidence which made possible 
subsequent developments. 
His wallet 
contained an address which led to Die 
location of Miss Wessner, at Blandon. 
and a receipt for 2 0 p e r cent of the 
cost of what afterw ar^! proved to !<• 
the wedding ring which he had pur­ 
chased for his unsuspecting 
futuie 
bride 
The only remaining evidence 
which the authorities have- not secured 
is the revolver 
which 
caused the 
death of Mtb. Vanaman 
The authorities think the husband, 
under pretense of feeling unwell, lay 
on a couch dow nstairs until he was 
sure that his wife and 
baby were 
asleep. 
Their theory is that at about 
3.30 a. rn. on Monday he crept to his 
wife's bedside and shot her as she 
slept 
"The bedding was saturated with 
kerosene,” said Assistant District At 
tornev 
Dunn, "and '-an be smelled 
plainly,” he added. 
"The oil stove 
w'hich the husband claims exploded Is 
not damaged, even atter having be* n 
thrown from the window.”

By 
hunching thirty to thirty-five on a roost 
they would radiate enough body heat 
to save their combs, though dirty drop­ 
ping hoards with frozen filth or drafty 
ventilation might offset tbs natural 
heat. 
Many build a roosting closet or 
closed roost, which when kept clean 
and properly ventilated is all O. K.
